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GOOD ROADS ARE NECESSARY

Wall-Grade- d and Drained Earth Road,
When Dragged Regularly, Is

Quito Satisfactory.

Two very striking facts present
themselves to thoso who have noticed
our country roads Uds season. Tho
first fact is that proper drainage is
vitally necessary In order to havo a
permanently good road. The second
fact Is that a well-grade- d and drained
cnrtli road, when dragged regularly,
will glvo us a passable and fairly good
road even under abnormal weather
conditions. Somo of tho best roads wo
havo passed over this season have
been simply dirt rpads receiving log-dru- g

treatment. Somoof thoworst roads
we have gono over this season havo
been expensively made graveled roads
which have been bad simply becauso
of luck of drainage. Tho fundamental
principle of road building, uftcr all Is
said and done, is to sp grade our roads
and provide dralnago tlmt tho water
can get away.

Sentiment In the mlddlo West
seems to bo gradually settling down to
tho opinion that good roads ure n ne-
cessity and not a luxury. Building
roads for automobllo owners now
means building roads for farmers nnd
not for city people alone. Tho farm
tractor nnd tho farm truck of tho fu-

ture will further emphasize tho im-

portance of good country roads. Tho
only thing that must bo Insisted on Is
that roads must bo made of tho best
materials at hand, and the work must
bo dona under tho supervision of thoso
who understand road-makin- This
supervision naturally adds to tho cost.
Another thing that must lro understood
is that maintenance of 'tho road year
after year, prompt attention being paid
to repairs, is just ns necessary as tho
first construction.

It Is used dry, becauso tho hole need
be filled only levcj and tamped, while
with the ordinary method the patching
gravel must bo henped above tho nor-
mal surface of the road. "Whero patch-
ing on a largo scale Is to bo done, a
concrete mixed can bo used to preparo
tho mixture.

Salmon Salad. Chop
flno two hnrd-cooke- d

eggs and n dozen small
cucumber pickles; add to n can of
salmon that has been flaked. Mix
with a muyonnatso dressing and serve
on crisp well chilled lettuce.

Another hearty- - Balad Is prpparcd
with boiled rlco seasoned with finely
chopped onion nnd French dressing.
Arrnngo on a salad plato and garnish
with drained Bardlnes and minced
parsley and pickled beets.

Tnko a crisp young cabbage hol-

lowed out for a bowl and shred the
tender portion, mixing it with cqunl
parts of celery and a llttlo chopped
onion. Servo with a good boiled
dressing.

Very ripe quinces peeled nnd sliced,
seasoned with minced chives and
served with French dressing nro also
n welcomo vnrloty. Bnnnnns aro near-
ly always with us and they aro good
with nuts.

Apples with celery and nuts Is an-

other wcll-llkc- d combination as . well
us sliced applo and shredded green
pepper with nuts, served twlth may-onnnl-

dressing.
By cooking a double portion of vege

tables ono dny you havo amplo for
salads for the next. Salads that can
be served as substitutes for meats
nro easily made, economical, nnd savo
tho cook as well as tho overworked di
gestive system.

Baked Bean Salad. Place In n bowl
a few slices of onion and turn over
them n pint of baked beans, season
and mix lightly; add two tablespoon
fills of ollvo oil, a tcaspoonful of

"sugar and n qunrter of n cupful of
vinegar. Mold and garnish with hard
cooked eggs nnd servo on lettuce.
Chopped green peppers and tomatoes
are good mixed with beans and served
with French dressing.

For a dainty dish on n speclul occn
elon try using u small French potato

scoop to cut out pink
bulls from tho heart of
a watermelon. Put in
glasses, cover with or
ungo Jnlco nnd top with
a sprinkling of pow
dcrcd sugur. Most of
us aro reasonably satis
fled with a well-chille- d

good-flavore- d muskmelon, but for spe-
cial tlrabs tho melon halves may be
filled with Ico cream and garnished
with bits of candled ginger cut In tho
form of seeds.

Cantaloupe Sherbet. Chooso th
smallest ripe nutmeg melons for this
recipe. Cut In halves and remove tho
seeds, then scrape out nil tho ripe
pulp and put through n slcvo; to a
quart of tho pulp add a cupful each
of orange nnd grape julco and ono
and a half pounds of sugur, well lls
solved; add two tablespoonfuls of
lemon julco and put Into tho freezer
add n beaten white of an egg and
frcezo as usual. Sorvo In the cantn
loupo shells, well chilled.

Muskmelons spiced as pickled
peaches or preserved ns watermelon
rind arc very delicious dainties which
add to the housewife's storo of good
things for tho winter table.

Cantaloupes nnd watermelons mako
excellent fruit Balads. Dico and
servo on lettuco with French dress
Ing. A grating of nutmeg is liked on
cantaloupes by many.
' Duchess Apples .With Onions.- -

most appetizing dish Is this: cut In
small pieces, after peeling, a half doz
en green duchess apples; cut three
onions In slices and put Into nn omelet
pnn with a llttlo fat from salt pork
cook until tho onions nro n light ye!
low, then ndd tho apples and sufllclent
wnter to cook them without burning.
As tho apples aro qulto tart, a little
sugnr Improves tho dish as to flifvor
and looks, as It browns better with
tho sugar. Season with salt nnd
servo hot as an accompaniment to
pork chops.

French Custard. Beat tlireo eggs
until light; udd ono pint of whipped
cream, swetcned and flavored to taste,
Sorvo lu tall glasses with grated nut
meg over tho top or gurnlshcd with
fresh berries.

Whero vegetables aro to bo served
alone, select tho best looking onus,
leaving tho less sightly ones for soups,

A tablcspoonful of pens or tomatoes
should bo saved and added to tho roast
beef gravy on tho morrow or to tho
vegetable salad. A single fresh to-

mato mny bo quartered and served as
u garnish.

A half cupful of pens may bo added
to tomorrow's omelet nnd thus mnko
a tasty dish rather than a plain ome
let.

Water In which rlco is cooked ndd--

cd to milk makes a flno cream soup for
dinner.

Ono cupful" of mnshed potatoes will
mako several croquettes, or patties, or
fish balls.

Tho green tops of tho celery are Just
as good for flavoring tho stow or soup
as tho moro tendor portions.

Mulllns left from breakfast may bo
pulled apart and toasted. Pieces of
cako served with a slmplo custard and
a sliced banana, is n dainty dessert
and ono easy to prepare.

Save the tea leaves and sprinkle
them, woll moistened, over tho carpet
ueroro sweeping. They brighten tho
carpet and keep tho dust from flying.

Uso tho ham bono to cook with cab
bngc. Take off every llttlo bit of meat
and servo It In a whlto sauco on toast

Mayonnulso may bo colored green
with spinach Julco or red with boot
Juice, or tomato catchup or tho coral
of lobster.

Wipe, pnro and cut rlpo
peaches into small
pieces, sprlnklo with
sugar and let stand two
hours, then force through
a purco strainer. To tho

pulp thus obtained add twice Its mens-ur- o

of cream, two tablespoonfuls of
lemon julco und sugar to mako it
not too sweet, ndd a pinch of salt and
freeze,. Servo In sherbet cups with n
qunrter of fresh peaches for a gar-
nish.

Peach Salad. Arrango halves of
peeled peaches on head lcttuco,
sprlnklo with shredded almonds and
finely chopped celery, then ndd well
seasoned French dressing and serve
chilled.

Peach Roly Poly. Mako a rich
pastry and roll out very thin. On this
heap sliced peaches and roll up. Plnco
In n deep granite baking dish nnd
cover with a cupful of brown Bugar,
n tablcspoonful of lemon Julco .and
three-fourth- s of a cupful of boiling
water, two tablespoonfuls of butter
and bake In a modcrato oven for one
hour. Hnvo tho lap of tho roll up on
top so thnt It will bako without being
soggy.

Pear Salad. Take peeled pears, cut
In halves, roll In chopped nuts and
place In lcttuco; add a tablcspoonful
each of finely chopped celery, shred-
ded almonds nnd pineapple. Hervo
with any desired dressing. Mayon-
naise, if well seasoned, is espoclully
good with this salad.

Pears baked wlthv sugar, butter,
lemon Julco nnd a llttlo water makes
a delicious accompaniment to n meat

.course.
Pears cut In strips with celery and

French dressing on lcttuco Is another
most appetizing salad.
